It is one of the most encouraging signs of the 


times to see the change which is gradually un- 
folding Itself In the minds of the people in re- 
spect to woman's rights. The election of Ruth 
Anna Pierce, as one of tho school directors for 
Bristol, by such a decisive vote, is an omen 
which portends that mankind will in the future 
rise in the scale of cirili/.ation, and the intellect- 
ual endowment of women will soon be at par 
with the stronger sex. 
But we must not press 


upon the lords of creation too rashly •' equality 
of righti," but further wait awhile, and let 
them bbw, after the great concession they havo 
so far made, in allowing women to hold the Im- 
portant office of School Director. 
We uavo 


gained one poiat by women obtaining that 
right, for the education of youth Is their proper, 
legitimate province in the economy of human 
life, and by their tact and influence the young 
twig will be bent, as the tree should be in- 
clined. But we must have patience, and bide 
tho fitting time for further progressive develop- 
ments to Iea3 in the way of givinjj to women 
their full natural rights. Forty years ago the 
negroes were disfranchised by the new State 
Constitution, but before its provisions took ef- 
fecl, the negro voters were assaulted and driven 
from the polls in Hie garden of Pennsylvania 
(Lancaster county); but now they not only 
have their full rights as citizens, but negro 
slavery has been abolished everywhere in the 
Union, and the once stulifyiog phrase in the 
Declaration of Independence, " that all men are 
created equal, etc.," is now true, and has a 
sensible significance. So we may infer from the 
change which has ceme about in tba lait forty 
yeais in regard to the status of the negroes in 
this country, that the time is coning when 
women will be invested with all. the rights of 
American citizens, and the infamous motto, 
" That man shall rule and women in thralldom 
love," no longer hare force in the civilized • 
world. But the civil rights of women can only 
be gained by regular gradation, and the fact 
that women can now hold office, is a sure step-

ping stone to further progressive civil rights. 
It is true that in no country have women been 
better treated by men than 
in 
America, 


which is mainly due to the influence of Chiis- 
tianity, but it should go one step further, and 
accord to women social intellectual rights equal 
with men. Let them participate in govern- 
mental affairs, to use their great mental power 
and influence in the needed changes to amelio- 
rate the condition of the human race. Woman 
should have equal power with man, if for no 
other purpose than to taboo the degrading use 
of rum and tobacco. The crusade against rum 
by men is like " straining at a gnat aud swal- 
lowing a camel," fur the use of tobacco is ten- 
fold more filthy than pure spirituous liquors, 
and yet there is no public movement made by 
men against the use of tobacco, because about 
four-fifths of them use it, to chow or smoke, 
or in snuff. Millions of people in this world, are 
starving for want of food, while millians of 
acres of the best land are perverted to raising 
tobacco, which is an evil that should be sup° 
pressed as speedily as possible, and the only 
way it can be suppressed, is to give the women 
tho same righl to vote as men. But at the first 
outset of the innovation, only widows and sin- 
gle women, who pay tax, should have the righl 
of suffrage, and after a certain lenglh oflinie, 
all other women should have the right to vote 
by pay ing the usual poll tax, excepting mar- 
ried women, who are imlissolubly one in union 
with their husbands, consequently will have 
only oue vote between them, but the vote lost 
by the connection, can be directed to the edu- 
cation of their children, which is paramount in 
importance to the government itself, since, if 
we have an enlightened people, good govern- 
ment will follow. It needs no special argu- 
ment to convince all reasonable, liberal minded 
peopln of the justice of extending to widows 
and Femme soles who pay a tax to support the 
government, the right to vote, and further, 
should have co-ordinate privilege wilh the men 
to flll any offico within the gift of the people. 
Just look at the outrageous fact, that there is 
no uiiH]uaimcanon reservea in tue uousutnuon 
to prevent the most ignorant bonrs from Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa, or elsewhere, from being 
voters in a comparatively short time, while the 
most enlightened women in the land have no 
voice in tho councils of the nation, and In 
many cases pay a heavy tax lo support ihe gov- 
ernment. One silly argument againt female 
suffrage Is that women are the weaker sex, and 
Lot required to engage iu war, nor able to 
withstand the rush before the polls on election 
days, and consequently should not be allowed to 
vote. It requires no physical strength to give 
expression by the bailot, but in lieu of which 
nlelligence is the great requisite. 
The manner 


n which our elect ions are held is a disgrace to 
the iiilolligence of this enlightened aga ; the 
roter is required to vote on one certain day, and 
within certain hours, and no voting can be 
done one minute prior nor one minute later 
han the time specified, though the vote may be 
egal. Formerly elections were held in the 
State of New York on three successive days,

There ap- 
pears to be but one of the articles above referred 
to holding that view, and the writer of It merely 
refers iu general terms to the " expense and 
trouble of erecting the water works," as a rea- 
son why the price asked should be paid. 
If 


theie is any reason why the burdun of that ex- 
pense should be born by the borough to a 
•greater extent, than by other patrons of the 
company, except in proportion to the amount 
of water-consumed it should be definitely stated 
so that it may be understood by all. It has 
be«n sometimes said in conversation that the 
company incurred a much larger outlay in the 
construction of the works for the purpose of en- 
abling them to furnish complete fire protection. 
If this is soil should certainly inter into the 
question of compensation. 
It is a very easy 


matter lo make au Itemized statement of just 
what such expenditure was; and such a state- 
ment, made so clearly that every reader could 
comprehend it would be an unanswerable ar- 
gument, and carry conviction to every mind. 


If the two parties to the proposed arrange- 


ment are both desirous to arrive at an equitable 
conclusion, it should not require Iweuty-four 
hours to do it, because, it is but a business trans- 
action, to be arrived at by a simple mathemati- 
cal calculation, taking as ils premises the pro- 
bable amount of water lo be consumed as com- 
pared with the other consumers, and the addi- 
tional outlay necessary (if any) iu order to sup- 
ply it.
